DESTROYED. 


Fire at the Madison Street House Does $20,000 


Damage—Brave Work of 


the Young Wsmen. 


The I^aJceslfla district was thrown Into 


of great excitement this morning 


conflagration which partially de- 


stroyed the mansion of Mrs. Reml Cha- 
bot, at ths southeast corner of Eleventh 
and Madison streets. 


The cause of ths fire Is uncertain, but 


It probably caught from a chimney on tho 
nortJl side of, the building In what Is 
known as tho rear annex. 


This chimney passes through a sort of 


Btore-poom, which is known as the. "lum- 
ber room," and through a gable roof, and 
It was In the store-room that the fire 
broke out, about where the chimney and 
roof meet. 


In the house at the time the fire broke 


out were Mrs. Remi Chabot 
and 
her 


three daughters, Mrs. J. P. Dunn, Mrs. 
Charles deckmann and Miss Chabot, and 
the servants of the household. 


The members of the family were at 


breakfast when a maid 
coming down- 


stairs from the third story shortly be- 
fore 9 o'clock, observed smoke issuing 
from the store-room, which Is on the top 
fioor of -the rear portion of the building. 


The maid opened 'the door and -was met 


by a 
large vo\uroe 
of smoke. 
She 


screamed, and Mrs. Dunn, xipon learning 
the trouble, ran to the telephone and 
turned In an alarm. 


Then the three»brave women, assisted 


by th» servants, »egan moving the valu- 


able furniture from the upper floor and 
succeeded In getting many articles out 
before the Fire Department arrived. They 
were soon joined by Dr. Dunn, who was 
notified by telephone, C. D. Bates Jr., and 
many of the neighbors, and, while the 
fire burned, the 
rescue 
brigade 
kept 


bravely at work carrying furniture and 
other articles of value Into the street. 


When the Fire Department arrived it 


soon h-id the flames extinguished, but In 
order to do this, the house was filled 
with wr.ter, ruining the rich carpets and 
tapestry and mucfl of the furniture. 


Luckily ro attempt was made to remove 


the silver ;>Iate and china from the lower 
floor and It was undisturbed.

lowed to depart, Mrs. Chabot had them 
served with hot coffee, a rare courtesy to 
the sa.vers of life and property, which 
was thoroughly appreciated. 


The Cbabot mansion is one of the land- 


marks of that fashionable district of Oak- 
land. It was built by the McGllvarys-In 
the early '70's and waa purchased by Mrs.'. 
Chabot about eighteen years ago.

Incendiary made good his entrance. The 


fiend poured coal oil in the corner form- 
ed by the kitchen wall.

saturated with 
the 
inflammable liquid, 


he set (ire to It and ran off. 


Fortunately, a window of the kitchen 


opcjis unto tho porch and another window 
faces the home of Mr. Metcalf. 
At 2 


o'clock this morning, the attorney saw 
the li.rrht In the kitchen and Immediately 
went to the scene of action. 
Mr. Metcalf 


had noticed the flames shortly after they 
started, but when 
he got to the house 


they had obtained considerable headway. 
After much difficulty the lawyer succeed- 
ed in putting the fire out. But when he 
thought the flames were under his con- 
trol, they broke out afresh. 


Mr. Mptcalf then turned in a still alarm 


and Fire Chief James Kenney promptly 
responded, and the blaze was soon per- 
manently subdued. 
Marshal Kerns waa 


also sent for. 


Who could have 
started the flre and 


what could have been > his object is a 
mystery. 
There seems no reason why 


anyone should have a spite against the 
owner or tenant of the house. 
The in- 


cendiary left no trace behind him. and the 
police, though they started Immediately 
on the chase, anticipate difficulty In run- 
unnig the man down.

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 9.—When the As- 


sembly convened *h!s morning at 10:15 
o'clock, the" legislators themselves were 
surprised to find that nearly all the mem- 
bers were in attendance. 


In.antlcipatlon of a very short session, 


with the prospect of adjourning over until 
Monday, tho date of the Inaugural ball, 
It was thought that there would not be a 
quoroum present. 


The report of the specal Committee on 


Rules, fwhlch was made a special order 
for this morning, was adopted. 


Brown of San Mateo, chairman of the 


committee, explained that the rules for 
this session are substantially the same as 
those governing the Assembly last year. 


A few changes were made, the most 


Important ot which is one Riving the ser- 
gea.nt-nt-n.rms power to suspend an em- 
ploye for failure to perform his duties. 
Two new committees of seven members 
each were added—one on constitutional 
amendments and one on universities. 


Under the new rules a bill once referred 


to a committee and. returned to the 
House and again referred to the com- 
mittee, shall retain Its place on the file.

printed in the Journal, and the resolu- 
tion accepting the report adopted.

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 0.—A number 


o[ .bills of wide interest are in course 
of preparation to the Legislature next 
week by members of both houses. 


Senator Devlin of Sacramento will 


present ,a measure providing Tor the 
appointment of a commission, whose 
duties it will be to erect a mansion for 
the chief executive, of the State, out- 
side the Capitol grounds. 


The members of the commission 'will 


have at their disposal $49.000 of a $50,- 
000 fund which was appropriated two 
years ago. 
It is expected that there 


will be no opposition to the bill, as it 
will provide against placing the Gov- 
ernor in just such a dilemma as Par- 
dee, who is having difficulty in secur- 
ing a suitable residence for his family, 
is now in. 


Among other bills which Senator 


Devlin wilt introduce are two of State 
interest. One refers to the use of bal- 
lot machines at elections, based upon 
the constitutional amendment adopted 
last November. 


Assemblyman Black of Palo Alto will 


present'a bill which will attract con- 
siderable attention on account ol the 
fact that it will involve all cities of 
the fifth and sixth class throughout the 
State. It will provide for the appoint- 
ment of Marshals and Tax Collectors 
by Boards of Trustees. The measure 
was endorsed by the recent convention 
of the League of California Municipali- 
ties. 


A bill providing for the establish- 


ment of a silk culture experiment sta- 
tion in San Diego county will J>e intro- 
duced by Assemblyman Burgess, as 
\veU as a bill looking to the better pro- 
tection of 
the 
bee interests of the 


State. A third bill to be proposed by 
him contains the requirement that oil 
companies be compelled to furnish oil 
of a standard grade for household pur- 
poses. 


A bill compelling employment agen- 


cies to refund fees when unsuccessful 
in securing position for clients will be 
championed by Assemblyman Higglns 
of Sacramento. 


A bill which passed at the last ses- 


sion of the Legislature, nnd which was 
vetoed by ex-Governor Gage, is to be 
framed by Assemblyman Oreer. It will 
carry with it the expenditure of $25,000 
to be used in the purchase and Im- 
provement of grounds about Sutter'E 
Fort.

TURE BEFORE JEWISH 


-' 
WOMEN. 


There was an Interesting meeting at 


the Synagogue last night, when D. S. 
Hlrahberg delivered a lecture under the 
auspices of the Oakland Council of Jew- 
ish Women. There was a large at.tend- 
.ance. Mr. Hlrshberg spoke in part as fol- 
lows on the subject "Beformatlon Insti- 
tutions, Their Use and-Results": 


"Many people have been led to believe 


that a reform institution la 
simply 
a 


school for the study of crime in 30 far 
as all In the schools are there .because 
they offended the law and only come in 
contact with others' of 
their 
identical 


type, thereby learning what they don't 
already know from their associates. 


"This is. a wrong Idea and I wish to 


correct the misconception, 
Every hour 


in the day men are using their brains to 
benefit these unfortunates and everything 
Is being done, especially in this State, to 
make honest men of them. 
They are 


taught trades, the means of an honest 
self-support ig placed.within, their reach, 
and when sonije leave the institution they 
come near the standard of scholarship 
reached in some of our best schools^ It 
has been a slow and tedious labor for 
those interested 
In the welfare of the 


boys and it has been hard to convince 
legislators of the value of the reformation 
Institutions, but the work is progressing 
favorably despite the difficulties." 


In enumerating some of 
the 
causes 


which send children to the State schools, 
Mr. Hirshberg said: "Often we rind that 
the child is not so much to blame for fts 
moral condition as are the parents, who 
are intemperate degenerates, having no 
interest 
In their 
offspring. 
Sometimes 


they are people who have enforced too 
stern religious ideas In the family circle, 
while at other times It la the extreme. 
Home influences are, as a general rule, 
the primary cause of youthful crime. I 
mean homes where parents do not live 
peaceably with each other and argue In 
the presence of the children. 
Divorces 


often send a child of tender yearn out 
upon the mercy of the world, where he 
meets youthful degeneracy and gets Into 
trouble. 


"One of the worst things for a young 


lad to do is, In my opinion, to work about 
the streets, where he comes In contact 
wtth all forms of vice and corruption. No 
boy should be In the messenger service 
until he has been -thoroughly trained and 
can discriminate between bad and good, 
for at that occupation he meets with th* 
vilest forms of human Inequity, vice, de- 
generacy and moraJ corruption. 
He Is 


sent anywhere a message has to go, and 
often you find a child of tender yeari In 
houses of questionable reput and resorts 
of a shady 
character. 
Newsboys 
are 


surrounded with forms of vulgarity, pro- 
fanity and often form vicious habits. It 
is such occupa/tions as these which send 
many boys to these reformatory Institu- 
tions. 


"Many of the young men turned out of 


the schools are discouraged by our so- 
called society, which does not give em- 
ployment to the applicants If they are 
truthful and state that they have come 
from a reformation institution. They are 
forced to associate 
with 
the 
outcast 


criminal element and find their 
way 


eventually to prison."

BRITISH FOREIGN TRADE. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 9.— Statistics of the 


British foreign trade in 1902 have given 
fairly general satisfaction, says a dis- 
patch to the Tribune from London,, but 
the croakers are not satisfied that 
the 
gains will continue. They assert 
that 


two-thirds of the increase in imports ia 
wheat, and that one-half of it will be 
offset this year by an enlarged crop in 
the United Kingdom. While this 
may 


involve a reduction In Imports it may not 
affect 
the 
price, and there is general 


opinion that there will be no advance in 
the chief article of food. Higher 
prices 
for sugar are again predicted, but 
tha 
same forecasts were made a year ago 
and not fulfilled. 
The Government haa 
been fortunate in levying the new duties 
on grain and sugar under conditions of 
supply which have concealed the taxation 
from the consumers. 
It is fully under- 
stood here that the peculiar conditions 
of the understocked American 
market 
explain the gain in pig-iron exports, but 
neither statisticians nor merchants ven- 
ture predictions respecting the iron and 
steel trade of the United States 
this 
year. There Is a reasonable expectation 
that exports of steel rails and manufac- 
turers of Iron to Japan and Canada will 
increase. 


CASES DISMISSED. 


NEW HAVEN, 
Conn., Jan 9.—State 


Attorney Williams of the Superior Court 
has announced that the criminal cases 
against Stephen Charters. Mayor of An- 
sonia and two other labor union men of 
that city, has been nolled. 
The cases 


are dropped by advice of the court," said 
Mr. Williams, "as the conditions are so 
changed that It is now deemed inadvis- 
able to compel the accused to 
stand 
trlai." 
The 
arrest of Charters, Martin 
F. 
Drlscoll 
and Jameson Wright, all 
of 
Ansonia. followed a sweeping injunction 
which 
was 
obtained by 
the 
Farrell 
Foundry & Machine Company in 
July, 


1901, 
to restrain their striking employes 
from 
Interfering with non-union men 
who worked during the strike. It was 
alleged '.hat the three men mentioned vi- 
olated the order of the court. Mr. Chart- 
ers was at that time employed as a car- 
penter by the Farrell Company. He was 
subsequently elected Mayor of Ansonia. 


POSSIBILITY OF A STRIKE. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—According to a 


representative of the Chesapeake & Ohio 
Coal Company, a stfike of the soft coal 
miners 
In West Virginia for large ad- 
vances in wages will probably gu into 
effect 
April 1st. 
These miners are not 


thoroughly 
organized, said the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio man, so the strike 
will 
not begin until President Mitchell of the 
United Mine Workers gets out of 
the 
hands of the Anthracite Coal Commis- 
sion and can give his attention to the 
West Virginia coal fields. 
"The output in Went Virginia." he ad- 


ded, 
"is 50 per cent of the total output 


of soft coal In the United States. 
The 
strike, will effect us indirectly because 
tho New England States v:ill then have 
to draw on Pennsylvania which supplies 
Mie Eastern cities, with its soft coal, and 
this will eventually increase demand for 
hard coal."

WITH PARDON.

Millionaire's Son Secured His Release 


Through Influence of 
/ Wealthy Friends. 


BERKELEY, 
Jan. 
9.—The case of 


Chester Judson, the youn# society man 
who was arrested last summer for dis- 
turbing the peace and sentenced to ninety 
days Imprisonment, has come to a happy 
termination. The last scene In the seml- 
tragedy 
was enacted when Governor 
Gage, just before the expiration of his 
term, signed the young man's pardon. 
And 
the Influence of wealthy relatives 
and friends that for the last half year 
has been exerted in his favor, has at last 
been successful; the penalty for his of- 
fence Judson will never pay. 


On July 23d of^Jast year Chester Jud- 


son, 
son of the millionaire owner of the 
Judson Powder Company, came home to 
Berkeley on one of the late trains from 
San Francisco. He was a little the worse 
off from drinking, and started In to paint 
things 
red about the Berkeley station. 


Upon being told to aulet down by George 
Parker, 
night-watchman, Judson got 
more violent and abusive than ever. See- 
ing that there was no other way to bring 
the young man to his senses, Parker 
took him to the lock-up. There, within 
half a block of the elegant house of his 


parents, Juflson spent the nt»ht. 
In the morning he was taken b«for« 
Justice Edgar, where he pleaded £uiitr. 
He would have fought the case, but h« 
thought that the Judge would let him off 
with a heavy fine and, as he naturally 
wanted to keep the affair quiet, he did 
not care to have the case aired In a Jury 
trial. To his surprise Justice Edgar sen- 
tenced him to ninety days without al- 
ternative. 
Owing to Judson's prominence !a *>- 
clety and his wealthy connections th« 
case attracted wide-spread Interest an* 
comment. 
In the face of alt the Influ- 
ence that ;ould be brought to bear, th« 
young aristocrat was taken to Oakland 
and locked up in the County Jail. Hera 
he stayed for fiva days, while every ef-, 
fort 
that wealth and Influence could'. 
produce was exerted to secure hl» re- 
lease. After five days his attorneys got 
him out on a ten days' appeal bond forv 
$100. Since that time the case has hum 
fire, but Judson did not spend the Intertill 
In jail. Governor Gage was appealed to, 
with 
the tardy result that after 
flv« 
months the society law-breaker has se- 
cured his pardon.

Numerous 
complaints have recently been made by 
residents, who claim that garbage Is be- 
ing deposited on their property. The only 
way to do away -with this evil la to se- 
cure a suitable place In which to deposlt- 
the garbage, -which the trustees will un- 
doubtedly do as soon as such a place can 
be found. 


Several requests that grades and grade 


stakes be established, were mane during 
the meeting by property owners. J. Rog- 
ers, J. Nunes and J. Caveho, In behalf 
of the property holders on C street, be- 
tween Fifth and Sixth streets, wero pres- 
ent and reeducated that grades be estab- 
lished In that neighborhood. The mat- 
| tcr waa referred to the Street and Zmilc!- 
| ing Committee. Mrs. Mary Pierce asked 


I that grades and grade stakes be estab- 
lished at Grace and Castro streets, jvhjch 
request was granted. Grades have been 
established 
on. these streets, 
but 
the 


stakes havo rotted and It Is impossible 
to make Improvements until new ones 
have been put In. \ 


The Superintendent of Streets was in- 


structed, to inform property owners at A 
and B streets to curb the gutters In front 
of their property at once.

THE TRANSPORT SERVICE. 


While some of the Democratic pa- 


pers are shrieking at the Administra- 
tion for not throttling the trust evil, 
President'Roosevelt is quietly consult- 
ing with the leaders of Congress In re- 
gard to the early passage of a measure 
that will bring the trusts Under govern- 
mental control.

a pretext for making political capital. 
It doesn't hurt the trusts in the least, 
and Is only impressive as a soap-chew- 
ing proposition.

men opened the proceedings by present- 
Ing the indictments and pleas of guilty of 
certain union men for acts of lawlessness 
and showed that members of the miners' 
union invariably became their 
bonds- 


men. 


Lawrence Jenkins of Parsons, a deputy 


sherift 
in Luzerne county during tlie 


strike, was recalled. He told of many 
instances where he and 
other deputy 


sheriffs were sent to different parts of the 
county to quell disturbances. 
A. state of 


lawlessness, he said, existed. 
The cross- 


examination developed nothing new. 


Rev. 
Carl Hauser, a Lutheran minis- 


ter of Freeland, said when he was call- 
ed upon to officiate at the funeral of a 
non-union man 
in the Panther 
Creek 


Valley, he experienced the greatest diffi- 
culty In securing 
pall-bearers. 
When 


the body was taken from the house, Rev. 
Hauser said, the spectators yelled "scab" 
and spat upon the coffin. 
Some of them 


made such remarks as "Its a shame to 
bury a 'scab'; throw him to the dogs." 


John }Jarville of Jeddo, employed by 


Coxe brothers during the strike, said he 
was attacked by strikers and had an eye 
shot out. 
J [e was unable to recognize 


his assailants. 


Max Kiesleth, another employe of Coxe 


brothers, also told of having been assault- 
ed. 


Counsel for the 
non-union 
men then 


called John Mitchell to 
the stand and 


asked him if i)u knew William Dettrey, 
who -was yesterday elected president, of 
the union in the Seventn district. 
Mr. 


Mitchell replied in 
the affirmative and 


then counsel called 
John 
Sherman of 


Neuremborg, Dettn-y's home, town. Sher- 
man testified that he heard Dettrey say 
that anybody 
who worked during the 


strike ought to have his throat cut. 


Frank Kehley of Oneida, a fireman, 


who worked during the. strike, said he 
heard Dettrey say that all men caught 
working should be given a "good thump- 
Ing." 
This remark was made at a meet- 


ing of a local union, he said.

transference from Winchesfprt t/> Canter- 
bury will mean an increase of salary from

bans. 


THE AGE LIMIT. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 9.—The age limit at 


which college professors should be retired 
from active class and department work 
was'flxed at '10 years last night by Presi- 
dent Jacob Gguld Schurman of Cornell 
University, at the annual banquet of the 
Cornell Alumni Association of Chicago, 
held at Kinsley's. 
The superannuation 


of professors had worked well at the 
Ithacan Institution, he said. 


"The delicate question of getf'ng rid of 


professors after they have become bur- 
dened with years," he said, 'has been 
solved at Cornell, where after 70 years 
they are made professors emeritus. The 
welding together of the faculty members 
that has followed this plan is worth far 
more than the money taken from the col- 
lege funds to take care of these vener- 
able professors. 


ALL UNIONIZED. 


BEVIER, Mo., Jan. 9.—All the central 


coal and coke companies' mines are now 
under control of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, the mines here having 
just been organized at l.he request of 
the company. The Central Company was 
formerly strongly opposed to the recogni- 
tion of the union. The whole coal min- 
ing Industry °t Missouri Is now organized 
and yearly agreements adopted. 
Mine 
superintendents say their 
mines 
are 
short of men. 
The recognition of the 
union will remove the obstacle of union 
men applying for work at local mines. 
Eight hundred to one thousand more 
men could find steady work for some 
time. 


It. looks as if the Realty Syndicate 


and its collateral corporation, tlie Oak- 
land Transit Company, were preparing 
to give the Southern Pacific a fight for 
the local ferry traffic of Alarneda. Real 
estate transactions of late in the Encl- 
nal City indicate that the promoters of 
the Really Syndicate are preparing to 
inaugurate a separate ferry system be- 
tween Alameda and San Francisco. 


As the Transit Company owns all 


the street 
car 
lines in Alameiin, it 


•would be in a position to divide the 
ferry traffic with little additional ex- 
pense for new construction beyond the 
building of a pier and slip. 
A short 


piece of track from the Webster street 
line would 
connect 
the entire local 


street railroad system with the new- 
ferry, which would afford a shorter and 
more direct 
route 
to San Francisco 


than either the troad or narrow gauge 
ferries. 


It Is believed that tho bonds taken 


on the Pacific Oil Works property and 
other pieces of real ystiito fronting on 
the bay shore of Alamerta is a prepar- 
atory step to the establishment of a 
ferry to be run In conjunction with the 
Transit car lines. This belief Is large- 
ly grounded on circumstances which 
Indicate that it is the Realty Syndicate 
that is taking options on West Knd 
property In Alameda. Frank jr. Smith, 
one of the lending- spirits of the Realty 
Syndicate, owns the property adjoining 
the Pacific Oil Works. 
With this anrl 


tho property urvler bond, the Realty 
Syndicate would be able to control the 
whole bay front of Hie city not 
con- 


trolled by the Southern Pacific. 


It is possible, therefore, that the 


property is being acquired for specu- 
lative purposes; to hold as u 
future 


terminus 
of 
some 
transcontinental 


road that may 
desire 
access to the 


water front opposite San Francisco. 
Even in that case a ferry would be a 
necessity. 
An established 'ferry sys- 


tem and a right of way through .Ala- 
meda would be attractive to any rail- 
road desiring entrance to San Fran- 
cisco and access to Oakland harbor. 


A pier run out to deep w.-iter from 


the Pacific Oil Works woul.l give a 
shorter water passage across the bay 
than by any other ferry. 
An ordinary 


.boat could make the run in ten 
min- 


utes. A ferry there would have anoth- 
er advantage. The track nf the ho.-its 
would be 
considerably 
south of the 


track of all the other ferry boats, and 
there would be less danger of collision 
in thick weather. 
Such a ferry might 


also be used for the conveyance of 
freight and passengers for San Fran- 
cisco transported over the inter-urban 
electric system that the Syndicate peo- 
ple "have projected down tho valley. 


However, the scheme is largely con- 


jecture, so far ns the public is con- 
cerned, as the officers of the Syndicate 
and the Transit Company are very ret- 
icent o:a the subject. 
In fact, they al- 


most deny the ferry project, but it is 
clear that they have a finger in the pie 
and that something is doing, to put it 
slnngily.

answer.

D. Cross, Frank 
Harrold 
and

Schilling. 
Schilling and Bishop, In their com- 


plaint in Intervention, allege that four 
of the directors; have conspired to dis- 
miss the suit for damages and will do 
so if not prevented by the court. 
If 
tho action was dismissed, it la alleged, 
the bath property would be rendered 
almost valueless, entailing great loss 
upon tho stockholders. Schilling owns 
400 shares of stock, while Bishop owns 
ten.

ITEMS THAT WILL INTEREST THE 


SO.UTHERN PACIFIC EM- 


PLOYES. 


As a result of an accident at the West 


Oakland railroad shops yesterday after- 
noon C. F. Hansen had to suffer an ampu- 
tation .of three fingers on his rlgl^t hand, 
and the wound Is such that the amputa- 
tion of the wohle hand may be necessary 
to prevent serious complications result- 
ing. 


Hanson had been employed for some 


time in the machine shops at the West 
Oakland yards, and at the time of the 
accident was operating a boring machine. 


Becoming ji little careless Hanson al- 


lowed his right hand to slip between the 
cng wheels of the machine with the re- 
sult that that member was b;iflly man- 
gled before the machine was etopped. 


The machine is run by an air motor and 


is controlled by a throttle near at hand. 
When Hanson's cries for assistance were 
heard by his fellow employees, several 
sprans for the throttle ,to shut it off, 
or otherwise the Injury might have been 
more serious than it was. 


The injured man was taken to a physi- 


cian, who dressed the wound and Han- 
sen was removed to the railroad hospi- 
tal in San Francisco, where the ampu- 
tation was performed. 


The two middle fingers a! the injured 


hand were removed entirely and part of 
the little finger taken off. 


Hansen withstood the operation brave- 


ly, although suffering considerable pain, 
and at present is resting: easy, but com- 
plications from the wound arc awaited. 


PREVENTED AN ACCIDENT 


BY TAPPING THE WIRES. 


The following railroad story appeared 


In a Sacramento paper: 


"At an early hour yesterday morning 


the train dispatchers at the. railroad .de- 
pot had their attention attracted by a 
queer sounding call, followed by a mes- 
sage reading: 'Train in the ditch between 
Sims and Delta; send wrecker.' 


"The message was repeated again and 


. again, but when tho attempt was made 


I to send a response nothing further could 


be learned. 
"They took a chance, however, and 


dispatched 
the 
wrecking outfit to that 


place, and found that two cars of a 
freight train had jumped the track, and 
also learned the origin of the strange 
mesage that had been ticked over the 
wires. 


"It seems that one of the brakemen on 


the train, named Stewart, Is a telegraph 
operator. 
When the accident occurred 


he climbed one of the telegraph poles, 
cut one of the wires and transmitted tho 
news of the accident by stricklng the 
end of the wires together. He had no 
difficulty In transmitting- the 
message, 


i but, having no instrument at hand, could 
not receive their message or answer their 
queries." 


WILL BUILD FIRE .HOUSE 


AT THE WEST OAKLAND YARDS.

at the yards -for the housing of the fire 
apparatus recently put in order by the 
Southern Pacific Company.

The new 
fire house will be built in the vicinity 
of the round-house and shops, where the 
most lire protection is needed. 


BREAK IN WATER PIPE

as a result there Is danger that certain 
portions of the shops will be flooded out, 
If the break is not located soon, 
The 


water commenced to seep 
up 
through

the portion of the yards between the 
shipyards and the shops is covered with 
water. 
The reason that the break cannot bo 


located easily Is that the water main is 
an old one, having been laid when the 
shops were comparatively new, 
Since 


that time the yards have boen filled in 
to a depth of many feet and as a result, 
the exact location of the main is not 
known. 
Men with rubber hoots are digging holes 


In the vicinity whore the break is sup- 
posed to be, but so far have been at a 
loss finding it. 


There Is no way to shut the water sup- 


ply off, and unless the difficulty is soon 
remedied the officials at the yards will 
soon have to contend with a flood.
